HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 


Some previous cultivation, or at least a thorough turning 
over, should be given. A clayey loam is the best soil foun- 
dation for a gooa lawn. Let the surface be graded to the 
level wanted in all parts, and well rolled, a light raking fol- 
lowing. This will prepare for the seed sowing, which should 
be done as early in the spring as the ground can be worked, 
provided the ground has not already been prepared in the 
tall. Three to four bushels per acre should be sown; the 
latter amount is best, for the young plants are but small, 
anyway, and if thick, cover the ground better and make a 
smoother and more even turf. Never sow oats or other 
grains; your can’t assist a weak plant by crowding it with a 
strong one. Our seed, which we believe to be as pure as can 
be found anywhere, is of the best varieties, best suited for 
even and permanent growth. They are carefully cleaned 
and are as free as it is possible to make them from all weeds.

For early planting we would recommend all to procure their seeds early. 


HOW TO SOW FLOWER SEED. 


A shallow box is best to sow flower seed in. Make two or three holes in the bottom for drainage 
and fill nearly to the top with rich loam, without manure. Take small pieces of board and press the 
soil perfectly smooth and level. Sow the seed evenly. Take two parts of pure sand to one of loam 
and mix well. Place a small quantity of this in a fine seive (it will not hurt your flour seive if you 
have no other); do not shake it, but take one hand and rub the dirt through, watching the box, so as 
to cover it evenly. Small seed, like Petunia, Cineraria, etc., should be but slightly covered, while the 
larger ones, like Asters, Verbenas, etc., will do better if one-eighth of an inch of this fine covering 
material is used. Sprinkle after covering. Cut or fold a piece of cloth or paper the size of inside of 
box, wet and lay directly on the earth. This should remain until the seedlings are seen breaking 
through the ground, when it should be taken off and the box placed in a sunny window; not kept 
too wet or they will damp off (rot at top of ground.) As soon as the second leaves are well out they 
should be transplanted into pots or boxes. Small quantities of well decayed manure should then be 
used. 

Many blame the seedsman for poor quality, and yet plant fine seeds like Petunia, Carnation, Pansy, 
Mignonette, Phlox, etc., in hard, rough ground, covering them one to two inches deep, and expect 
them to come up. Always use judgment in planting and see that your soil is well pulverized and 
medium rich. . 

For Earty Bioom.—Flowering soon after the seed is sown, we would recommend Alyssum, Candy- 
tuft, Larkspur, Mignonette and Double Poppies. 

For a SHowy Bep.—You need nothing better than Balsam, Dianthus, Phlox, Petunia, Portulacca, 
Pansy and Verbena. 

For Large Firowers.—Nothing can surpass Aster, Adonis, Salvia, Scabioso, Zinnia and Comos.

FEEDING All plants, after: September 1st, should be fed 
about once a week or ten days, alternating with weak ma- 
nure water (at the rate of one pail‘of- manure to one barrel 
of water), and ammonia water (at the rate of one tablespoon- 
ful of ammonia to a pail of water.) After buds are com- 
mencing to open do not feed but little, and that very weak. 


WHEN TO PLANT. The Chrysanthemum is easy to please 
on this point. At any time after the ground can be worked. 
even up to June 20, will give you good blooming plants in 
the fall. 


SOIL. Dig the ground deep; put in quantities of manure. 
The Chrysanthemum is a gross feeder. If well fed the 
flowers will be large.

WHEN TO LIFT. In localities subject to heavy frosts in 
October and November, plants should: be lifted into large 
pots and boxes by August20. After lifting drench thoroughly, 
and never allow them to suffer for water. Give them manure 
water, if possible, once a week. If protected by sheeting 
they need not be brought into the house until well into Oc- 
tober, and when brought in place in a room without fire, and 
give plenty of air when not frosty, In coldclimates winter 
in the cellar.

Cultural Directions. In sclecting a spot fora rose 
bed do not choose one where they will be shaded by trees 
or buildings, as the rose delights in an open, airy situation, 
with plenty of sunshine. Roses are very partial to a clay 
loam soil, but will do wellin any ordinary soil if enriched 
with well rotted barnyard manure. In preparing the bed 
digit up thoroughly to the depth of twelve or fifteen inches, as 
rose roots penetrate deep when they hayea chanee. In form- 
ing the beds do not elevate them above the level of the 
ground surrounding, as they will suffer less from drouth. 
After the plants have been set out keep the soil loose to the 
depth of an inch or two by frequent stirrings. An occasional 
soaking with weak manure water is a great help to them. 


Insects and Diseases. Green fly is easily subdued 
by dusting the moist leaves with powdered tobacco. The 
rose slug is quickly killed by dusting the insects, the whole 
plant, in facet, with road dust onasunny day. Mildew, which 
affects the leaves in early spring and fall, is due to a variable 
temperature. For this, dust powdered sulphur on the leaves. 
Roses must be syringed thoroughly ever sunshiny day, in 
the morning is preferable.

WINTER PROTECTION OF ROSE BEDS. 


This may be done with the material most convenient at 
hand, such as leaves, straw, ight manures, street sweepings, 
pine or cedar boughs, ete.
